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‘Cwenty-Five Years Ago

About the middle of the session 1922-23, there arose at Bridgewater High 
School, among the students and faculty, a great desire to publish an annual. At 
that time a Local School Board acted on all policies of the school. After much 
discussion the Board decided to allow the class of ’23 to attempt this project with 
the definite understanding that the class should be responsible for financing it. 
Mr. Marvin N. Suter was appointed faculty adviser. 


Many problems lface any group attempting a new venture, and this under- 
taking was no exception. The class was small, only twenty-two members, which 
made more work for each one. They were late in beginning. No ground work had 
been laid. No earlier books existed as guides. No former pictures had been made. 
All in all it was a real “first time.’’ Even a name must be selected. 

The class members submitted many names but the one advocatd by Elmer 
Myers was finally chosen. “Aurora’’ seemed symbolic, for surely this annual was 
as a goddess rising out of the deep to bring a new day to the life of Bridgewater 
High School. 


Attention was next focused on the selection of the editor-in-chief and business 
manager. The choice fell on Elmer Myers for Editor-in-Chief and Arlie Long for 
Business Manager. When the whole staff had been chosen, work began in earnest. 


Friends and alumni of the school were very cooperative. Miss Ina Graham 
wrote the history of Bridgewater High School, which was just twelve years old in 
1923. Nelson Huffman, class of ’20, contributed the school song “Bridgewater 
Spirit,” which still inspires students and alumni. Thorn Borthwick, class of ’22, a 
student at Berea College, made the drawing of the “Wise Owls” of the faculty. 
Mrs. Suter made the final drawing for the seal, after the students of the school 
selected the motto,—‘‘A fair show and a square deal.” All members of the staff 
worked long and tirelessly and even with the late start, the copy was ready for 
the printer on time, 


While the editorial staff was busy with literary work, pictures and plans, the 
business staff was equally active providing the funds. The circulating managers 
canvassed for subscriptions and secured orders for several hundred books. The 
advertising managers journeyed to near-by towns and wrote to possible ad- 
vertisers for advertisements to add to those from the home town. The whole 
class, the faculty, and the students helped by paying for the cuts for their pictures. 
It is recorded with pride that the business staff did a good job and were able to 
balance accounts for this first annual—the Avrora of 1923. 


Was all the hard work worth while? Yes, if this small class of 1923 began a 
work so desirable that it has lived and succeeded for twenty five years, it was 
worthwhile. The annuals furnish a history of the school and are enjoyed by 
alumni and friends more and more as the years pass by.

There is a naval college which long practiced the custom of throwing its graduates over 
board. This practice carried to the youthful graduate the lesson that from then on each 
must rely upon himself for his actions and success in life. It is said that not one person 
worth saving ever drowned. 

The motto chosen by the class of 1947, Sink or Swim, is a significant one. How soon 
life becomes a sink or swim proposition for each one of us! Graduation from high school 
all too often is the time when many a person is tossed over board, so to speak, into life’s 
unresting sea.
